CAR OPERATING COSTS 
REACH NEW LOW LEVEL 


St. Louis, Mo., April 28.—The 
operating cost of automotive 
transportation last week dropped 
to its lowest level since the first 
automobile appeared in America, 
Dr. F. W. L. Tydeman, vice-pres- 
ident of the Shell Petroleum 
Corporation, stated today in mak- 
ing public some facts obtained 
im a survey made by his organi- 
zation. 

“Motor car design and constant 
improvement in the mechanical 
department of the automobile 
have been major factors in bring- 
ing down the cost of operation,” 
he said. “Improved highways have 
helped. But oil—for power and 
lubrication—has played a bigger 
part perhaps, because of its fun- 
damental requisite in the life of 
a motor car.”

ITH four months of 1931 now a matter of history, 


business in general has settled down to the under-| 


standing that the spring peak, an annual phenomenon, was 
definitely disappointing. There has been somé improvement 
in employment conditions, sales in a number 
lifted a little, but there has been nothing to suggest any 
serious revival. Furthermore, there is nothing in prospect 
to give the hope that any definite recovery will begin before | 


fa)] of this year. 

In commenting on this phase of the prese nt situation, 
the current Guaranty Survey, from the Guaranty Trust| 
Company of New York, has this to say: “The usual spring 
peak has come and gone without bringing any definite signs 
of significant improvement. Expansion in most industries | 
last month was no more than seasonal. The general tendency 
is reflected in the revised index of business activity for 
March, which stands at 72.3, showing only a fractional | 
advance from the February level of 71.7. Although actual | 
figures for nine of the ten series included in the index rose} 
last month, the upward movements in four of these cases 
were smaller than is usual in March, with the result that the 
adjusted figures show an equal number of advances and 
declines.” 

In our own field there are certain ameliorating factors to} 
be considered. Even in a normal year, the automobile sales | 
peak does not arrive until April, figures for which are not yet 
in hand. This year, due tothe agreement among the N. A. C.C. 
manufacturers not to replace existing lines with new | 
ones during the spring and summer season, the normal peak 
of the buying season is likely to be considerably flattened out.| 
Heretofore, the great mass of the buying was done in late 
March, April and May, or part of it. It would not be sur-| 
prising if this year buying continued on a fairly even basis 
into or through June, the general public realizing that the 


lines bought then would not be replaced until] November or | 


December. There is reason to hope that when we come to 
sum up the sales record for the industry for 1931 as a whole, 
it will make a better showing than the individual months so 
far have been showing.
